1 . Claim 1 is withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b), as 
being drawn to a nonelected inventions, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in Paper No. 9. 
The compound, composition, method of treating sexual dysfunctuion and kit claims are 
examined to the extent they read on the elected PG nitrate containing esters. 

2. Claims 2-8, 1 0-1 7, 1 9-31 , 33-40 and 1 04-1 06 are objected to as being directed to 
a misjoinder of nitro and nitroso. Claims limitd to the elected invention would be allowed. 
1 . In view of the papers filed October 24, 2001 , the inventorship in this 
nonprovisional application has been changed by the deletion of Worcel and Tarn.
